WEST IS HOME 
TO ARMENIANS 


Thrifty Colony Develops 
Fruit Growing Near 
Fresno, Calif.

Fresno, Cal., 
( U P ) — The 
Ar­ 
menian colony in Fre sno and the 
San Joaquin v a l l e y has one of the 
most historic backgrounds of all 
the transplanted 
nationalities in 
the United States. 
W ith a history th at dates back 
to 300 0 B.C., the Armenian race 
is one of the oldest in the world. 
Armenia was the firs t country to 
adopt Christianity as the nation­ 
al religion. 
Persecutions and massacres in 
1 8 9 5 , 1896 and 191 5 in T u rkey 
caused mass migrations of 
Ar­ 
menians. 
America 
“ helped 
the 
starving Arm enia ns” 
after 
the 
World War and now thousands of 
those people are living in the San 
Joaquin valley and other parts of 
California that are 
nearly 
like 
their homeland. 
The American-Armenians have 
been brought into prominence by 
William Saroyan, playwright and 
author whose fam ily is still part 
of 
Fresno's 
Armenian 
colony. 
Saroyan probably is 
the 
best­ 
known Armenian of this genera­ 
tion. 
Many of 
his 
stories 
and 
plays are based on his experiences 
in Fresno, especially his 
latest 
book, “ My Name Is Aram.” 
Bare Follow s Farm in g 
The Armenians have been 
an 
agrarian race for centuries. When 
they came to the United States, 
they found farm in g conditions in 
the San Joaquin valley were vir­ 
tually the same as in their hom e­ 
land. 
About HO years ago, when the 
Armenians started arriving in this 
area, the San Jo a q u in valley was 
undergoing a 
transition 
from 
a 
tremendous grain empire. 
Crops, 
such as grapes, raisins and fruits 
for which 
the valley is famous 
now, were being introduced. The 
Armenians, who had 
long 
been 
familiar with 
those crops, play­ 
ed an important part in the intro­ 
duction and development of them 
in the valley. 
The Seropian brothers, 
Hagop 
and Garabed, were the first Ar­ 
menians in 
F re s n o , 
arriving 
in 
I S S I . 
They engaged in the fruit 
business and 
produced tne first 
commercial crops of figs and rai­ 
sins. 
The crops 
were 
taken 
to 
market in San Francisco by mule 
pack trains. 
B y 1897 there were 129 A rm e n ­ 
ians in Fresno, but the first mass 
immigration as

Turkish massacres in 1 8 95-96 was 
beginning. 
In 1 9 0 0 the first A r­ 
menian church in Fre sno was es­ 
tablished, the Holy Trinity A rm en­ 
ian Apostolic chu rch.
